Although the attention of shipping pov- 


plo is lorgely centred on tho strugglo'in thu 
Atlantic trade, tho agreement which has 
just beon signed between tho Hamburg- 
American ‘and Norddoutschor-Lloyd Com- 
panies for a period of four years is, I ynder- 
stand, of much greater importance, writes 
a correspondent uf the ‘t Manchester Guar- 
dina.” Indeed one shipowner whose vx- 
perionco extends to many pasts of the world 
tells.mo that it is impossible to over-esti- 
mato its significance. It has generally been 
tho hatit ta assume that the relations be. 
tweon tho two great Gorman conipanies hare 
alwaya been amicable, but I undorstand 
that the reverse has hocn moro often 
the case, so that the new agreement 
cannot fnil to haven great effect. 
Thero is a‘ strong belief here that tho 
present arrangemont will ullimately end 
in amalgamation. As the,two companies

DIABOLO. - 


Its Malabar Origin. 

A correspondent rites to the “ Madras 
! Mail”:—-During the last few months dinholo 
has become the most fascinating game 
among alt classes of people in Enrope ; but 
afternll itis nota new pastime. Enthusiast’ 
havo tried to trace its origin and develop- 
ment and several cenntries are claiming 
the honour of having given it birth, To 
the list of thasy already claiming this 
honour may justly ho'added Malabar, In 
Malabar, there is a clays of people callod 
-Koravas who have from timo immemorial 
played this gamu almost in the same man- 
ner us its Western devotees do at the 
proxent time. Theso people droanet with 
mostly:in the southern parts of Malabars 
Cochin and Travancore, wud they speak 
tho- Malayalam language with a singsong 
accent” which” easily distinguishes them 
from ather people, They nro of wandering 
habits. Tho men aro cluver acrobats and 
ropedanters but those af more settled habits 
are engaged in ugricnlture and other in- 
dustries. ‘Thos beautiful grass mats known 
as Palghat mats are woven by this-people. 
Their women are fortunc-tellers and baltad 
singers, ‘Their servicus are,also in demand 
for boring the eare of girls. The rope- 
dancers porform many wonderful feats while 
balancing themselves on the rope, among 
them being the playing of dinbolo while 
walking to and fro on a tight ropo. The 
Kornva acrobat spins the wonden spool on 
natring, attached to tlie ends of two bamboo 
sticks, and throws it up to the height of a 
cocoanut-tree, and when it comes down he 
reevives it on the string, to be again thrown 
up. There are experts among them who 
} can receive the spool on the string without 
éven looking at it. There is no noteworthy 
difference in the structure and shape of tho 
spool used by the Koravas and those of 
Europe, except that the Mulabar apparatus 
is a solid wooden thing a littlo larger and 
heavior than the ‘Western toy. It has not 
yot emerged from the crude stige of the 
villago carponter’s skill, and cantiot boast 
of rubber tyres and other embollishments 
which adorn tho imported articlo ; but it is 
hoavy enough to cause a nasty injury should 
it hit tho performer whilo falling. Tho 
Koravas ate a very primitive people, but 
-}as acrobate an@ rope dancers they have 
_| continued their profession for genoratiohs 
| past, and there is no doubt that they’ have 

‘eon expert diabolo playors for many years. 

Thoy are a people who have nover travelled 

‘and ‘they could ‘not have,” therefore, im- 
- | ported, the game from. clsowhere. These 


‘\ facts conclusivély prove that diabolo is an J. 


Indinn game ‘known in these parts’ from 
vory early’ days, As’for its introduction 
into the West. it may be that European 
travellors carried: and introduced it in to 
their countries or: it-may linve. had an 
independent origin there.
